Villages—Cavalry Sent 


To Disperse Bandits 


Texan Militiamen Refuse to go on Pa- 


trol Duty—May -- Court Martial- 
ed By Federal Authorities. 


-Columbus, N. M., May 
22.— (By 


United Press)—Four bands of Mex- 
ican bandits arc moving north in the 
wake of the withdrawing American 
troops, committing depredations and 
spreading 
terror 
in the 
villages. 


This report was brought to the Co- 
lumbus headquarters today. 
The 


bandits who fired on troops of the 
7th cavalry were members of one of 
these bands. 


These bandits are moving in bands 


of from SO to 7U and are keeping far 
enough behind the American troops 
to avoid a clash. Many inhabitants 
of the region around San Antonio, 
Mexico, arc 
fleeing 
north in 
the 


wake of the American troops. Gen- 
eral Pershing has sent back cavalry 
detachments to attack and disperse 
these bands. 


Stories that the American troops 


are withdrawing because Villa had 
recovered have been circulated among 
the Mexican peons and are believed 
responsible for the new outbreak of 
bandits. 
Several road repairing ma- 


chines have arrived here and for- 
warded south along the lines of com- 
munication to repair the roads which 
have been well nigh impassible.

To Disperse Bandits 


Texan Militiamen Refuse to go on Pa-

-Columbus, N. M., May 
22.— (By 


United Press)—Four bands of Mex- 
ican bandits arc moving north in the 
wake of the withdrawing American 
troops, committing depredations and 
spreading 
terror 
in 
the villages. 


This report was brought to the Co- 
lumbus headquarters today. 
The 


bandits who fired on troops of the 
7th cavalry were members of one of 
these bands. 


These bandits are moving in bands 


of from SO to 7U and are keeping far 
enough behind the American troops 
to avoid a clash. Many inhabitants 
of the region around San Antonio, 
Mexico, arc 
fleeing 
north in 
the 


wake of the American troops. Gen- 
c-ral Pershing has sent back cavalry 
detachments to attack and disperse 
these bands. 


Stories that the American troops 


are withdrawing 
because Villa had 


recovered have been circulated among 
the Mexican peons and are believed 
responsible for the new outbreak of 
bandits. Several road repairing ma- 
chines have arrived here and for- 
warded south along the lines of com- 
munication to repair the roads which 
have been well nigh impassible.
